The Dix on Artificial Ice and Stor­ 
age comp any has p erfected an or­ 
ganization and^ elected the following 
board of directors;, 
E. P. Max well, A. Armington, Geo. 
A. Deland, W. H. Foil 
and 
C. E. 
Smith. 
The officers are E. P. Max well, 
President; A. P. Armington, treas­ 
urer, and George A. Deland, secre­ 
tary . Mr. Foil resides at Freep ort and 
Mr. Smith lives in Chicago. 
The cap ital stock of the comp any 
is $5 0,000. The p lant will be erected 
on the p rop erty of Mr. Deland, east 
of this city , now occup ied by the De­ 
land ice bouses. Work wil be com 
menced at once and in two or three 
months the p lant will be in op era­ 
tion. 
The matter of an artificial p lant 
has been under consideration 
for 
some time. The men interested in the 
p roject have been w’orking quietly 
and, the affair has reached such a 
stage of develop ment that it is now; 
p ossible to make the p ublic acquaint­ 
ed with the p rogress of the w*ork that 
has been accomp lished. 
Purity Question Solved. 
Artificial ice is considered the one 
great way of solving the p urity ques­ 
tion which has caused many to in­ 
terest .themselves in its manufacture, 
and similar p lants are being erected 
throughout the country . 
Making_JLce in midsummer as an 
occup ation sounds refreshing to say 
the least. So cool, in fact, is the sug­ 
gestion that a novice on a visit to an 
ice factory is at once astonished to 
find men with sweat up on their brows 
shoveling coal under great boilers 
and op erating steam engines. 
The 
surp rise is even greater w hen a hand 
is p laced up on one of the p ip es in the 
warm engine room and finds it cov­ 
ered with frost an inch thick, while 
with the other hand he touches an­ 
other p ip e through which heat is 
circulating. The whole science of ar­ 
tificial ice making and mechanical 
refrigerating is ex tremely interest­ 
ing. 
Ice nowaday s is no longer con­ 
sidered a lux ury . It has p assed into 
the category of 
necessities. 
Our 
annual consump tion runs well into 
the tens of millions of tons. Of the 
local 
consump tion 
the amount of 
artificial ice consumed is increasing 
rap idly every y ear. Mild winters of 


la t e y ears have seriously affected the 
natural ice sup p ly in the face of the 
increasing p op ulation and increased 
demand until, were it not for the 
manufactured p roduct, an ice famine 
would have been imminent. Also in 
connection with some bodies of water 
the sanitary question enters into the 
uatural ice harvest. 
Details of the Process. 
Artificial ice making as an indus­ 
try of any size dates back only about 
fifteen y ears. A half-century ago, the 
first ex p eriments were recorded, but 
definite p rogress was not made until 
many y ears thereafter. 
There are 
different methods of 
manufacture. 
Ice may be formed in cans holding 
3 00 p ounds each, w'hlch determines 
the size of the cakes as they are de­ 
livered. 
Again it is formed in p lates 
many times the size of cakes 
and 
subsequently sawed into the desired 
p ieces. 
Where ice is manufactured by the 
former p rocess, 
several 
hundred 
cans are p laced side by side in rows 
in a metal ta nk four feet deep. When 
the top of these ca ns a re a ll on they 
form a floor. Between the rows 
of 
cans, extending from one end 
of the 
tank to the other, a re a mmonia pipes. 
About the ca ns a nd the pipes is a so­ 
lution of brine. In the pipes the a m­ 
monia is expa nded. This low'ers the 
tempera ture of the brine. The brine 
then a bsorbs the hea t of the wa ter 
within the ca ns a nd the freezing fol­ 
lows.

Springfield, 111., Dec. 11.—Governor 
Deneon has developed into a student 
of revenue and revenue legislation. For 
several weeks lie has been getting to­ 
gether a muss of information on the 
subject and when the legislature meet? 
he will he prepared to make some im 
portant recommendations. Ever since 
he ha« been in office the governor has 
been hearing complaints regarding the 
inequalities of the existing 
revenue 
statutes and he has in mind the draft­ 
ing of certain 
measures to remedy 
known defects. 


New L a w E ntirely Needed. 
The more he has gone into the sub­ 
ject. however, the plainer it lias be­ 
come that the revenue law, now a mass 
of shreds and patches, is a poor founda­ 
tion for further quilting. A new gar­ 
ment is needed and to this end the 
governor will recommend the creation 
of a revenue commission. Some of the 
figures collected by tbe governor are 
very interesting as showing the vaga­ 
ries of various revenue sy stems which 
have been in force in Illinois. State 
Auditor McCullough has prepared for 
him a tabulation 
covering the y ears 
from 1870 to 19 05. 


So m e Mo re Investig a tio n. 
Five expert accountants are now at 
work on the books of the state insur­ 
ance department and the office of the 
state gamewarden. They have resumed 
a work they left several months ago to 
take up the investigation of the Illinois 
Central under the direction of Govern­ 
or Deneen. Soon after Deneeu entered 
upon his term he engaged a Chicago 
firm of 
auditors to go over the 
ac­ 
counts and records of every state de­ 
partment and institution under his 
jurisdiction. One object of the tnpuiry 
is to secure a uniform and complete 
sy stem of accounting and bookkeeping 
in every executive 
department 
and 
state institution. 


Repo rt on S ta te B a n k s. 
Springfield, ill., Dec. 11.-—State Audi­ 
tor McCullough has lsued 
a summar­ 
ized report of the condition of the 308 
state banks in Illinois at the opening 
o fb u si ness on Nov. 13, with 
a compari­ 
son of the statement, which was Sept. 
5, when there were 353 banks. The to­

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Sometimes this excess of politeness is 
amusing , but it is always respectable. 
The g ood g ray poet of the Sierras. 
Joaq uin Miller, at his home on the 
heig hts near San Francisco once told 
the present writer a little story in 
point. 
The poet keeps two or three 
Japanese young men about his place. 
Until her death a year ag o his ag ed 
mother, ninety years old. lived with 
him. 
One day Mr. Miller and his 
m other had occasion to ride down t lie 
hills to the town. A vouug Japanese 
hitched the horse to the bug g y. 
líe 
was to act as driver. The bug g y was a 
small one, and when the three were 
seated the Japanese observed that the 
poet’s leg s, which are handsomely long , 
were hang ing outside the bug g y bed. 
“The boy w as g reatly distressed.” 
said Mr. Miller. “He hud done his po 
lite best to dispose us comfortably in 
the bug g y. Hoeing my leg s thus, he 
bowed profoundly and said, ‘Ah, ven­ 
erable honorable sir, what shall we uo 
with your venerable honorable leg .-? 
It is necessary to know the Japanese 
sensitiveness, which induces this “ven­ 
erable honorable” politeness. In o rder1 
to understand why the Japanese g ov­ 
ernm ent is so hig hly offended because 
of the seg reg ation of Japanese school 
children in Huu Francisco. These chib, 
dren have not been excluded from the 
schools. They have been placed In a 
public school built and m aintained for 
children of Mong olian and Korean de­ 
scent. This school has all the facilities 
of the schools for white children, with, 
teachers eq ually competent. It was es 
tablished some years ag o by n munic­ 
ipal ordinance, but until the earth-j 
q uake and fire altered conditions many 
of the Japanese children overflowed! 
into the other public schools. The law 
was not enforced then. The recent de 
cisió n of the school board to enforce 
the seg reg ation law Is the occasion of j 
the present difficulty. 
San Franciscans present many rea-j 
sous why Japanese and Chinese chil­ 
dren should not be perm itted to attend 


Japan as well as the Nipponese resi­ 
dents in America know very well that 
our neg ro citizens arc educated in sep­ 
arate schools in certain states because 
of the strong race prejudice. The Jap ­ 
anese themselves in America come to 
absorb more or less of this race preju­ 
dice in relation to the neg ro, and even 
where they take the broader view of 
the solidarity of the human race they 
resent anything that tends to class 
them with the neg roes, because they 
know that the neg ro is looked down 
upon in certain sections, and they do 
not care to be looked down upon them­ 
selves.

Union Labor Aroused. 
California has discovered that the 
Japanese arc taking away the white 
m an’s business and the white man’s 
job. 
Union labor, which is particular­ 
ly strong in Han Francisco, is up in 
arms ag ainst the Nipponese for that 
reason. 
There is a state labor or­ 
g anization in opposition to Japanese 
encroachments. 
When they find it de­ 
sirable these imported people can work 
very much more cheaply than white 
men can work, because they can live 
more cheaply. The same condition ob­ 
tains in business. 
They can make 
money where white men would find a 
hard strug g le. With the Japanese com­ 
petition in business many white men 
g o to the wall. 
There is a man in Japan named Ni- 
shomura, who controls the cobbler 
trade in San Francisco. He operates a 
reg ular monopoly in shoe mending . 
His monopoly extends to other Impor­ 
tant towns in California. 
He has a 
system, operated by his 
ag e nts in that 
state, which has made it alm ost imper­ 
ative for you to g et your shoes soled 
by a Jap. lie is rich and lives in his 
flowery Japan. 
One Ucblg ama of Han Francisco mo­ 
nopolizes the potato g rowing business 
in the rich Sacramento valley. He is a 
millionaire. He corners the Sau Fran­ 
cisco spud m arket when he likes. He 
employs Jap labor altog ether on bis 
vast potato plantations. 
One Nag asama of Han Fra noise.» 
owns and operates one of the larg est 
vineyards in California. He used to be 
a domestic servant, a “tiousemaid.” 
He is worth millions. His 
w in e s are 
drank in New York. Liverpool, Loudon. 
In each of which cities ho m aintains 
branch establishments. 


Not Americans, but Subjects of Japan. 
There is g rowing up in California a 
line of Japanese communities In th** 
midst of white communities. The Japs 
have their own banks, their o\\ u 
shops, 
their own clubs. They are not citizens 
of the United .States, but subjects of 
Japan. They come over, in fact, to ac­ 
q uire occidental culture and occidental 
cash, returning to apply these two con­ 
venient commodities to the g lory of 
Nippon ami to their own personal ad­ 
vancement In the land of flowers. Each 
Jap who takes American education and 
American money to his native island 
adds to the intellectual and material 
streng th of his empire. 
lie adds also to its fig hting streng th. 
Therein lies food for thoug ht. Fifty 
years ag o the United States opened 
Japan to modern civilization. We crow­ 
ed about it for nearly fifty years. We 
sent our emissaries to the island em­ 
pire. teaching them about the white 
m an’s God. \e t the Shinto shrine and 
the Buddhist temple flourish in San 
Francisco, aud in the g reat temple at 
Tokyo the 14,000 g ods of ancient Nip­ 
pon still g rin with sardonic g rim ness, 
and the g reatest of these Is the war 
g od. 
The Japanese can tig ht. Did they not 
whip the Chinese in 1894 ami the Rus­ 
sians in 1904 ? 
Only the other day 
they launched the most powerful bat­ 
tleship afloat and from a native ship­ 
yard too. They learned how to build it 
from us and from Europeans. 
In 
America and Europe they are learning , 
learning , day by day and year by year. 
Shall Han Francisco at its own ex­ 
pense educate a larg e alien population 
so th at this population may return to 
Japan and use the education thus ac­ 
q uired in streng thening the mikado’s 
empire to the end that the empire may 
fig ht more vig orously aud more intelli­ 
g ently ag ainst us in the event of w ar 
when the ultim ate mastership of the 
Pacific shall be determined?

MEESE TO WRITE A 
BOOK ON LINCOLN 


Moline Man WTll Make PubUc a Hitb- 
erto Unpublished Speech 
of Lincoln. 
A dispatch from Washington says: 
Hon. W. A. Meese of Moline, who 
has been here as a memoer of the 
executive committee of the 
Upper 
Mississippi Improvement association, 
has a wide acquaintance here among 
the men who are interested in his­ 
tory, for he is known as a student of 
the early days, particularly as re­ 
gards the history of Illinois. He has 
a great library relating to the state, 
and he has picked up many valuable 
volumes here in second-hand book 
stores for which the city is famous. 
Mr. Meese had to submit to an in­ 
terview from one of the young men 
of the Washington Post on the oc­ 
casion of his recent visit, and the 
following Interesting story was told 
of his work: 
"Wm. A. Meese of Moline, who has 
written extensively on the early his­ 
tory of Illinois and who is at present 
compiling information which is later 
to be used in a book on that state, is 
at the New Willard. Out In Illinois 
he is known as an ‘authority on Ab* 
raharo Lincoln.* 
**In his forthcoming 
book 
Mr. 
Meese will give the public a hitherto 
unpublished speech of Mr. Lincoln, 
which was delivered in the campaign 
of 1856. ‘The speech is worthy of Mr. 
Lincoln In view of his late efforts,’ 
said Mr. Meese, ‘and all through It, 
even In that early day, runs a tone 
of conciliation 
whlcii characterized 
his speeches Just prior to and after 
the civil war.’ 
“Mr. Meese says he has not found 
it to be true that Mr. Lincoln was re­ 
garded as a prodigy as a boy or a 
young man. Persons who say they 
knew him as a youngster, claim so 
now, he said, but he places no stock 
In their assertions. 
“ 'Lincoln’s personality to the cas­ 
ual acquaintance was not attractive,’ 
explained Mr, Meese, ‘and it was not 
until after he grew up that he began 
to be noticed for his brilliancy of 
mind. In 1847 Lincoln went to New 
York as a delegate to a .waterways 
convention, such as is now being held 
In this city, and Horace Greeley spoke 
of him as ‘a long, lank, lean country­ 
man from Illinois.’ ’ *’

er is distilled. It first generates into 
steam in the boilers and is utilized 
to drive the machinery for condens­ 
ing ammoida, after which it goes to 
a purifier and then to a steam con­ 
denser. 
Next it is reboiled and then 
cooled down to normal temperature 
in a cooling coil. After this it goes 
through a charcoal filter and then 
another filter. It goes into the ice 
cans at a temperature of 45 degrees. 
The normal temperature of the wat­ 
er is 60 degrees. The brine about the 
outside of the cans is at a tempera­ 
ture of 16 degrees. 
Use of Ammonia. 
Thus the water has gone from the 
boiler to the interior of the Ice cans. 
The journey of the ammonia is dif­ 
ferent. Ammonia is brought into the 
pipes by means of a pressure of 160 
to 180 pounds. From the main pipes 
it expands through valves into the 
ammonia coils extending through the 
tank between the cans and in the mid 
die of the brine. After expanding into 
the coils it Is pumped 
through a 
compressor to the ammonia condens­ 
er, where it is condensed hack to 
be used over again. When it reaches 
the coils it is in liquid form. It ex­ 
pands into gas. 
There is no possible way In which 
ammonia can get into the ice. 
It 
would first have to leak from 
the 
coils into the brine and in this case 
the brine would absorb the ammon­ 
ia. Besides, the cans are water tight 
Also no chemicals are ever used In 
the water from which artificial ice is 
made. 
About sixty-four hours are requir­ 
ed for the freezing of the water in 
the case to a point where it becomes 
ice ready for delivery. When the re­ 
quired time has elapsed, an arrange­ 
ment for lifting the cans— a sort of 
crane supported from the celling and 
moved about with ease— is attached 
to the cans, each one In turn, and 
they are raised from the midst 
of 
the brine and the ammonia pipes to 
the floor rormed by the covers of the 
surrounding cans. Sometimes, where 
the cakes are smaller 
than 
300 
pounds, the arrangements 
provide 
for the lifting of a number of cans 
simultaneously. Only one-half of the 
total number of cans in a big tank 
is “pulled” in a day, the other half 
being pulled the following day, so 
that the process of pulling and freez­ 
ing may be constantly going on. 
Making 1‘late Ice. 
When a can has been raised and 
transferred to the thawing tank by 
means of the traveling crane, It Is 
allowed to remain for a few mo­ 
ments when the cake loosens from 
the can and slides down an Incline 
to the storage room. From here it Is 
hauled out to the wagon for delivery. 
Modern manufacture ice is beauti­ 
fully clear and transparent. 
This 
beautiful effect can be obtained by 
eliminating the air from the water 
before it enters the cans. As soon as 
the can or row of cans are emptied, 
the work of filling them again .with 
water begins. 
Our housewives will be able by 
ordering to procure beautiful center 
pieces in the way of blocks of ice in 
which are embedded roses, ferns or 
if they prefer fruit, they can 
have 
bunches of grapes, apples, pears or 
bananas. 
In the production of plate 
ice, 
large tanks filled with water are 
surrounded by 
hollow 
partitions 
made of metal plates with pipes be­ 
tween carrying ammonia. The 
ice 
freezes outward from these plates, 
and the process may require ten or 
twelze days. The block of ice thus 
frozen is twelve inches thick 
and 
eight feet in length by fifteen feet 
in length. Such a piece weighs sev­ 
eral tons. There are three different 
systems of producing ice in plate 
form. 
The United States began to real­ 
ize the value of ice both for domestic 
supply and for export a 
hundred 
years ago and the cutting and ship­ 
ping of the natural product from 
rivers and lakes became an impor­ 
tant enterprise, especially at Port­ 
land, Me., and Boston. The first ex­ 
ports are said to have been made to 
Martinique In 19 05. Later it found 
its way to New Orleans and other 
Southern cities on our own contin­ 
ent. 
E. T. Schuler, living In Alamaba, 
with relatives in Dixon, is the owner 
of a large plant In the South.

.MOTORMAN REED PRE­ 
VENTED SERIOUS .YCCIDENT 


Quick Action Savetl Life of Sterling 
Man Who Fell Upon the 
Track. 


Charles Paget had a narrow escape 
from being ground to pieces under 
city car No. 14 Saturday night, says 
the Sterling Gazette. His escape was 
only due to the presence of mind of 
Motorman Reed and his remarkable 
muscular powers in stopping the car 
when the wheels were within a foot 
of Mr. Paget’s body. 
Mr. Paget was in company with 
Charles Reed in a rig driving east 
on Third street. 
r. Reed was driv­ 
ing a double team, and a colt which 
was somewhat fractious, was receiv­ 
ing its first lessons In regard to the 
street cars. The city car was west 
bound and was in charge of Motor­ 
man Reed. The team was traveling 
peacefully and at a slow trot. The car 
was approaching at about six miles 
an hour, running on what is known 
as “five point’’ or a moderate speed. 
When the team got within eight 
feet of the car the colt became frigh­ 
tened, and taking the bit between its 
teeth it whirled, taking the horse 
with It and crossed the track in front 
of the car. The horses cleared the 
track, letting the wagon stand on the 
track. 
Mr. Reed in an instant reversed 
the electricity, droped the fenders 
and applied the hand brake. While 
the motorman was stopping the car 
Paget became alarmed and jumped 
from the wagon and rolled in 
the 
center of the track. The team contin­ 
ued to turn and as the car stopped 
the rear end of the wagon touched 
the car, but the horses would not 
stop and ran away. They were stop­ 
per near First avenue. 
The car was stopped just as the 
fenders touched Mr. Paget. It was 
only the rare presence of mind of 
Motorman Reed that there was not 
a fatal accident. The stopping of the 
car and dropping of the fenders was 
done while the car was traveling on­ 
ly six feet. 
During the few seconds Mr. Pa­ 
get’s hair seemed to stan derect, and 
he states that the interval seemed 
almost an age. Nevertheless he escap­ 
ed without a scratch or injury, and 
he owes thanks to the motorman. 
The driver of the team stated that 
he had no control of the colt, and 
that the accident could not have been 
prevented, and he feels grateful to 
the motorman for his 
remarkable 
work.

MACHINERY TO RUSSIA 


International Harvester Co. to Sendl 
Five Million Dollars Worth

New York, Dec. 11— Record break­ 
ing efforts of agricultural machinery, 
it is stated, are about to be made to 
Russia by the International Harves­ 
ter company of America. Nine char­ 
tered steamships will be dispatched 
to Black and Baltic seaports. British, 
Sweden and Norwegian vessels will 
be employed. The first vessel sched­ 
uled to sail is this week. In addition 
to these complete shiploads, parts of 
cargoes will be forwarded 
by the 
regular line of boats, which 
will 
bring up the total shipments to north 
and South Russia close to 100,000 
tons this season. This will mean the 
loading of nearly 3,000 cars of ma­ 
terial, representing a value of fully 
$5,000.000.

“The raiders advanced u p an u ile\ j 
leading from the fort throu gh 
tin* tu v.n 1 
and first fired into th e room oi a bou se i 
on the alley at the end of th** tir-i 
j 
block, in w hich w ere tw o women and . 
five children. One of th e bu llets knock 
j 
ed oser au d pu t ou t a ligh te d lam p oa i 
the table in the room. Ten shots w ere 
fired, nearly all going throu gh the 
hou se a t abou t fou r and a half feet 
above the floor. The raiders iheu en 
cou ntered the chief of police on a 
horse. H e had beard the shooting and 
hu rried tow ard th e sou nd. 
W hen he 
saw the soldiers, th e nu m ber of whom 
he estim ated to be fifteen, In* tu rned 
and tried to escape. 
They fired on 
him, killed his horse and w ou nded him 
In the arm so th a t it ha* 1 to bo am pu ­ 
tated. 
Tw o policemen who bad sepa­ 
rated from him w ere also shot at. A 
bu llet pierced the h at of one ot them. 
The raiders then fired Into M iller’s ho 
tel, on the alley a t the end of the see 
ond block. Six bu llet holes w ere fou nd 
In the hotel ihe next day. 
“T he party then divided. Du o squ ad, 
proceeded farth er dovvu the alley to 
the third block tow ard a saloon, where 
the colored men m u st drink at a sepa­ 
rate bar.

atu l for the good of the service to roe 
om m eu d th e issu ing uf the order w hh’h 
by au thority 
he had told the men 
wou ld fie m ade and enforced u nless 
evidence pointing to the crim inals 
w as 
forthcom ing. This departm ent concu r­ 
red iu G eneral G arliug tou’s recom m en 
datiou , and th e president then directed 
the discharge of certain nam ed mem 
bers of the battalion, w hich inclu ded 
all th e enlisted men of the battalion 
w ho w ere present at F ort Brow n on 
th e night In qu estion, w ithou t honor, 
and forever debarred them from re 
enlisting in th e arm* or navy of the 
United S tates as well as from employ 
m ent In any civil capacity u nder tin* 
governm ent. 
Tin* order of discharge 
has been du ly execu ted. 
T be order has attnm ted mu ch a tte n ­ 
tion and has been severely criticised 
as unjust becau se It condem ns m any 
Innocent men to u ndeserved pu nish 
m ent. It is not Improper, therefore, Iu 
this report 
to 
review 
the case and 
sta te the reasons which not only ju sti­ 
fied it, bu t m ade It necessary. 
“ First.—Out of a battalion of 1T0 en­ 
listad men in the army of th*> United 
States from nin** to twenty men formed 
a preconcerted plan to revenge them­ 
selves upon the poopif* of a town in which 
they w-rc- statiom*d

felt that the townspeople had hcap**d up­ 
on them. 
In accordance with the plan, 
they left their barrack* under cover of

the cau se and fu rnished tbe motive, 
bu t certainly not a ju stification for 
the plot to m u rder men, wom en and 
childreu , bu t to this extent only In ex­ 
planation of the circu m stances is the 
fact of their color at all relevant. 
“It is possible th a t evidence m ay be 
addu ced in fu tu re which will tend to 
excu lpate entirely some of the men 
now discharged, both irou i participa­ 
tion In the crim e and assistance in the 
conspiracy of silence to prevent the 
detection of the offenders, ami w hen­ 
ever su ch facts are shown in respect 
to any one affecte*! by the order they 
will be brou ght to you r attention au d, 
I u nderstand, will render su ch persons 
eligible to re-enlistm ent”
